IN THE MARIANAS ISLANDS—When you see a headline

saying ‘‘Superforts Blast Japan Again,’ I hope you don’t-get 
the idea that Japan is being blown sky high and that she’ll be 
bombed out of the war within another week or two. 


Because that isn't the case. We 
are just barely starting on a pro- 
gram of bombing that will be long 
and tough.

As the trosty winter melts and 
soft spring breezes gradually take 
its place, our 
thoughts turn to 
less hearty des- 
serts. First and 
foremost on our 
minds is the sug- 
ar problem and 
how we can skirt 
around it. 

There are many helps available 
today. Although sugar is not avail- 
able in the quantity in which we'd 
like it, then, at least, substitutes are 
plentiful—corn syrups and honey 
among them. 

You can use both fresh and dried 
fruits which are high in natural 
Sweetness. You can use prepared. 
puddings, prepared cake mixes and 
flavored: gelatin desserts which will 
not take even a teaspoonful of sugar. 


Our star of the column today is 
Prune Fluff which may be prepared 
in a loaf pan and served with. cus:
